An esaiaple of what breasi 


milk can mean to a baby is the 
story of Charlene Bailey of Oak- 
land now four months old, who 
was admitted to Children’s at the 
age of five weeks with explosive 
vomiting and diarrhea, Her con- 
dition was first diagnosed as gas- 
troenteritis and dehydration. She 
was going down hill rapidly. 

Two days later, she was re- 
ceiving blood and presented at- 
tending physicians with a puzz 
ling picture of intestinal disturb 
ance, anemia and poor weight 
gain. She could not tolerate any 
form of oral intake, Intravenous 
feeding was begun and she slow- 
ly gained weight. 

In January, she was started on 
hypoallergenic formula, but it 
was discontinued when her eondi- 
tion worsened and she lost 
weight. It was decided to try 
breast milk along with the special 


formula without success, Final- 
ly, Charlene was given breast 
milk exclusively. 

On Feb. 1, she was taking 


breast milk eagerly and reached 
six pounds, four ounces. Feb. 5, 
her weight was six pounds, 1214 
ounces, By Feb. 6, there was no | 
supply of breast milk and she 
was put back on the special form- 
ula ‘she had been given earlier. | 
Again she could not tolerate it. | 
The hospital contacted the San 
Francisco _Mothers Milk Bank 
and was able to obtain a supply 


for Charlene. 
Later entries in Charlene’s 
chart tell the story: Feb. 18,

With reference to your letter 
printed in the Albany Times of 
March 17, you make a great start 
by indicating that a fair and 
equitable tax base is a must, and 
tax money should be kept close 
to the cource. Then in the very 
next sentence you say, “There 
never was a truly equitable tax.’’ 
You continue by perpetuating the 
myth that a variety of inequitable 
taxes will somehow make equity. 
With all respect to your office 
and person, may I suggest that 
this kind of thinking has brought 
us pretty close to the brink of 
internal destruction, 

It doesn’t take a great deal of 
understanding to see that there 
is something wrong with our 
premises and assumptions about 
taxes. Everyone, bar none, is 
saying the whole situation is a 
mess. Most everyone is begin- 
ning to see some relationship of 
the tax situation to the plight of 
the city, the welfare system, even 
to the very decline of morality 
and the perpetuation of war. 

The unfortunate thing is that 
opinions based on no information 
and little, if any, understanding, 
of economic principles, continue 
to mask real reform and per- 
petuate an unworkable mess. The 
average citizen is not alone in 
his ignorance. So-called profes- 
sors of economics, government 
“experts” and other well mean- 
ing individuals, continue to par- 
rot the two party line. I say two 
party, because they are both in- 
correct. As a true liberal, one 
who believes in true freedom, 
liberty and free choice for my 
life, I find the Democrats want 
socialism for the poor and the 
Republicans want socialism for 
the rich, or, in other words, spe- 
cial privileges for those who will 
re-elect them. I have come to 
the point where I believe our po- 
litical parties may do us more 
harm than good. They do not 
want to deal in principles, they 
want to deal in the “porkbarrel.”’ 
The superficial fight appears to 
be between those who want big 
government and planning to do 
everything, and those who want 
small government who will sup- 
posedly keep their hands. off. + I 
suppose I want as small a gov- 
ernmental structure as possible 


since there will be fewer robbers 
to watch. Yet the problem is not 
with large or sraall government. 
‘The veal probiem is where the 
power to tax and appropriate lies. 
As it gets further and further 
away from the source of com- 
munity funds, it gets harder and 
harder to contro! the “barrel.” 
What is worse is that so much of 
our way of raising community 
funds results in negative situa- 
tions, For example, we all seem 
to want to work on the “‘ability 
to pay” principle of taxation. 
Then we scream because it pays 
to not work, and you get penal- 
ized if you do. Obviously some- 
thing is wrong with this system 
The motivation is wrong, yet the 
populace continues on its merry 
way thinking that government 
must know what it is doing. How 
blind we are! 

Just one word about expendi- 
tures. Waste is never good, and 
we should always be careful with 
our money, but unfair collection 
of the money is not a function of 
the expenditure, it merely aggra- 
vates the problem. Reducing ex- 
penditures reduces the aggrava- 
tion, but still does not result in 
fairness and justice. 

If one presents a case for loca- 
tion value taxation, most people 
get turned off because they don’t 
sit still long enough to find out 
what is meant. It sounds comr 
plicated, Because the ‘“‘experts in 
schools and government” don’t 
mention it, we somehow feel that 
it might be vaguely communisti¢ 
or at least suspect. Yet it is easy 
to understand and relatively easy 
to use. Complications? Sure, 
but have you taken a look at our 
Local, State and Federal taxing 
laws. Talk about complications! 

Rather than talk about a 
panacea tax, let’s evaluate what 
others have said, such as Econ- 
omist Milton Friedman and Tax 
Man Martin Larson. They and 
others have estimated that if we 
applied a $15,000 per family de- 
duction, and had no exemptions 
or subsidies, we would collect as 
much income tax for the Federal 
level as we do now, assuming 
we needed all that. The scale of 
proportional taxing would be 
much less steep than now. At 
least it would be fairer than the 
present system in which the 
more you make the more exemp- 
tions and subsidies you can find 
until you don’t need to pay any- 


thing.
